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The   How  and  When  of 
Advertising.

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HERE'S  no  section  of  a  dry  goods  store  where  a  judicious  striving 
after  publicity  is  more  essential  than  in  the  garment  department. 
There's  none  either  that  offers  better  opportunities  for  the  exercise 
of  the  talent  of  the  publicity  promoter  than  does  the  exploitation  of 
the  ready-made.  The  story  of  the  stock  fitly  told  going  into  the 
homes  of  the  wearers  through  the  medium  of  the  newspapers 
touches  everywhere  responsive  chords — or  chords  which  should  be 
so.  The  subjects  are  always  new — styles  are  changing  constantly — 
and  every*  woman  is  a  present  or  prospective  buyer. 


Beyond  controversy  the  fact  has  been  established  that  a  strong  story  truth- 
fully told  captures  customers  where  a  bold  and  unadorned  quotation  of  prices 
fails  to  arouse  interest. 


That  is  the  reason  that  modern  methods  of  advertising  seem  to  be  partak- 
ing more  and  more  of  an  entertaining  style.  This  is  essentially  true  of 
announcements  appertaining  to  feminine  wear.  While  men: — as  a  rule — are  too 
busy  to  devote  more  than  a  passing  glance  to  the  advertisements,  women  read 
them  through  from  end  to  end  and  then  go  over  them  again,  for  fear  they've 
missed  something.  Merchandise  which  receives  the  best  introduction  stands 
the  best  chance  of  fulfilling  its  ultimate  destiny  by  entering  into  the  service  of 
the  consumer.  That's  why  ad. -writers  who  possess  the  happy  faculty  of  saying 
the  right  things  in  the  right  way  are  in  such  demand.  And  the  demand  is 
always  greater  than  the  supply.  Concerning  the  productions  of  these  ad.- 
writers,  we  hazard  the  assertion — and  defy  its  refutation — that  there's  more 
tense,  vigorous  Anglo-Saxon  to  the  linear  indh  in  the  garment  announcements 
than  appears  in  90  per  cent,  of  the  so-called  literary  productions  of  the  day. 


There's  a  variety  of  views  entertained  by  different  people  concerning  adver- 
tising. Some  there  be  who  say  that  when  business  is  dull  advertising  won't 
help  it.  These  are  they  who  declare  that  the  only  time  to  plunge  on  printer's 
ink  is  when  people  who  have  money  are  ready  to  purchase.  Others  say  that 
when  trade  is  dull  is  the  time  to  make  the  biggest  bids  for  business,  as  when  trade 
is  lively  they  don't  need  to.  This  class  entertains  the  idea  that  there  is  always 
money  ready  to  be  spent — all  that's  needed  is  to  coax  it  out  of  reluctant  pockets. 
We  ourselves  are  rather  inclined  to  favor  both  opinions.  When  trade  is  good — 
advertise  to  keep  it  good.  When  trade  is  bad  the  advertiser  gets  what  money 
is  going  while  the  more  conservative  "gets  left."

Suits 
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much  for  information  as  for  suggestion.  When  an  ad. -writer  is  groping  about 
in  his  mind  for  an  idea  upon  which  to  base  his  announcement  a  glance  at  what 
another  has  evolved  under  similar  circumstances  affords  just  the  cue  to  help 
him  out  of  his  dilemma.  The  examples  which  we  give  in  this  volume  are  calcu- 
lated to  save  their  users  much  valuable  time,  and  not  a  little  effort.  They  are 
practical,  sensible  and  efficacious.  Through  their  judicious  use  the  troubles  of 
ad.  preparation  may  be  largely  eliminated  and  a  beneficial  impetus  given  to  the 
business  of  the  grarment  section. 


In  the  preparation  of  garment  ads.  due  cognizance  should  be  taken  of  the 
exigencies  of  the  seasons  as  they  come  and  go.  Ads.  good  for  one  month  are 
manifestly  not  so  for  another  wherein  the  conditions  are  widely  dissimilar.  A 
few  hints  as  to  the  needs  of  the  varying  seasons  from  the  ad.-writer's  point  of 
view  might  not  be  out  of  place  here. 

The  advertising  for  the  Garment  Department  for  January  and  February 
should  be  principally  of  two  kinds.  First,  the  closing  out  of  remaining  Winter 
stock;  and  second,  the  early  exploitation  of  Spring  lines.  Concerning  the  first, 
price-reductions  must,  of  course,  be  the  keynote.  People  who  buy  Winter  gar- 
ments in  January  naturally  expect  sharp  reductions — and  should  get  them. 


Money  in  bank  can  be  used  to  much  better  advantage  than  when  tied  up  in 
garments.  Styles  change  and  moths  do  corrupt.  Any  reasonable  price  seems 
better  than  to  carry  over  garments,  and  only  price  concessions  at  this  time  can 
move  stragglers. 

For  the  month  of  March  the  efforts  of  the  "ad."  writer  should  be  devoted 
to  stimulating  a  healthy  and  wholesome  curiosity  in  the  new  garments.  The 
day  of  mere  price  concession  is  done.  Anything  in  the  way  of  description  or 
commendation  that  will  bring  the  reader  into  the  department  is  in  keeping  with 
the  end  and  aim  of  advertising.  Price  quotations  should  be  less  conspicuous 
than  usual  and  the  merits  of  the  garments  receive  the  lion's  share  of  comment. 
In  speaking  of  these  the  keynotes  should  be  beauty,  style,  exclusiveness  and 
the  advantage  of  first  choice  from  unbroken  assortments. 


For  April  Easter  usually  dominates  the  situation  and  affords  the  ad. -man  a 
splendid  theme  for  the  exercise  of  his  genius. 

This  month's  trade  has  always  suffered  and  always  will  suffer  from  the 
caprices  of  the  weather  and  its  constant  battle  between  business  and  Jupiter 
Pluvius.  No  month  of  the  year  taxes  the  ingenuity  of  the  advertiser  of  gar- 
ments quite  so  strenuously,  and  in  none  is  the  demand  to  "come  out  strong"  so 
pronounced. 


With  the  advent  of  May  and  the  weather  becoming  more  and  more  propi- 
tious the  enterprising  ad. -smith  finds  ampler  scope  for  the  exercise  of  his  pecul- 
iar and  particular  powers.  Lexicons  are  now  ransacked  for  unusual  adjectives 
with  which  to  describe  new  creations.  Even  as  the  finished  garment  represents 
the  crowned  excellence  of  the  fabric,  so  the  ad.  relating  to  garments  must  and 
should  embody  the  highest  achievement  in  the  advertiser's  art. 
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The  month  has  always  been  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  for  Spring  busi- 
ness— and  its  reputation  must  be  sustained.  To  this  end  the  advertising  man 
must  lend  his  best  energies.  If,  as  many  believe,  advertising  pays  best  when 
people  want  the  goods,  have  the  money,  and  are  looking  for  bargains — now  is 
the  time  to  plunge. 


The  month  of  June  is — or  should  be — the  banner  month  of  the  season  on 
the  sales  of  the  ready-made.  Much  of  the  trade  lost  so  far  by  the  tendency 
of  Winter  to  linger  in  the  lap  of  Spring  should  be  regained.  Purchases  for  out- 
ings should  add  materially  to  the  business,  and  hot-weather  garments  should 
go  with  a  rush.     Hence  it  is  that  there  should  be  no  undue  tendencv  to  "unload." 

It  doesn't  do  to  start  the  price-cutting  too  early  in  the  month.  Wait  until 
trade  lags.  Manufacturers  are  ready  to  make  sacrifices.  Take  advantage  of 
them.  Put  a  considerable  amount  of  your  savings  in  purchases  into  printer's 
ink.     You  can  never  afford  it  better. 


July  is  the  time  for  unloading  all  remaining  stocks  of  Spring  and  Summer 
goods.  Now's  the  time  for  the  knife.  Such  are  the  number  and  frequency  of 
changes  in  styles  that  held-over  goods  are  not  desirable  things  to  have  around. 
Of  course,  price-cutting  is  only  advisable  when  it  is  necessary.  If  trade  keeps 
up  and  stocks  keep  down  it  is  not  only  inadvisable,  but  foolish.  Purchases 
made  at  reduced  prices  may  be  advantageously  pushed  this  month  through  price 
concessions.  On  such  goods  price-cutting  becomes  regular,  legitimate,  neces- 
sary and  very  efficacious. 


During  the  month  of  August  many  buyers  are,  probably,  absent  in  the 
market.  While  the  head  of  the  department  is  away  the  energies  of  the  force 
remaining  are,  of  course,  concentrated  upon  clearing  out  all  odds  and  ends  of 
the  hot-weather  stocks.  Now  is  the  time  for  slaughter,  and  price  becomes  the 
keynote  of  the  advertising  announcements.  Managers  who  do  not  come  to 
market  until  later  will  wisely  use  the  intervening  time  in  clearing  the  decks  for 
future  action.  Such  are  the  changes  inevitable  in  the  garment-making  trade 
that  it  rarely,  if  ever,  pays  to  hold  anything  over.  The  first  loss  is  always  the 
least,  and  every  dollar  now  received  from  otherwise  dead  stock  will  double  dur- 
ing the  Fall  business. 


The  month  of  September  witnesses  the  incoming  of  the  new  stocks.  From 
now  on  the  announcements  should  have  a  distinctly  "new  goods"  flavor.  The 
dominant  idea  is  "Behold!  old  things  have  passed  away  and  all  things  become 
new."  Price  reductions  should  cut  no  considerable  figure  in  present  ads. 
Novelty,  beauty,  utility  and  up-to-dateness  should  be  the  master  chords,  and 
on  them  may  be  rung  an  infinite  number  of  agreeable  and  effective  changes. 


There's  an  old  adage  to  the  effect  that  it  is  the  part  of  wisdom  to  "strike 
while  the  iron  is  hot."  October  should  start  the  ready-made  business  off  in 
good  shape.  The  crisp  cool  air  gives  unmistakable  evidence  that  Fall  is  here. 
With   the    consequent    drop    in   temperature    comes    a    corresponding    rise    in 
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demand.     Announcements  take  on  a  strong  Autumn  coloring  and  are  mainly 
concerned  with  the  Fall  opening. 


With  the  coming  of  November  and  the  propitious  weather  which  usually 
accompanies  it  the  trade  booms.  Now  is  the  time  to  get  out  of  your  merchan- 
dise "all  there  is  in  it."  This  should  be  the  best  month  of  the  whole  year  for 
garment  departments,  and  to  achieve  that  end  the  advertising  should  be  vigor- 
ous and  voluminous. 


December  should  wind  up  the  season  with  a  burst  of  glory.  Cold  snaps 
will  invigorate  trade  and  increase  business.  The  Garment  Department  is  too  big 
an  institution  to  take  a  back  seat  for  any  other — even  on  holiday  goods. 


There  are  no  better  things  for  holiday  presents  than  the  sensible,  beautiful 
and  suitable  articles  of  the  ready-made.  This  is  a  fact  that  managers  should 
emphasize  in  the  December  announcements. 


Proof  positive  of  the  attention-attracting'  power 
of  printer's  inK  judiciously  distributed  is  af- 
forded by  the  trade  announcements  of  leading 
metropolitan  manufacturers  displayed  in  this 
worK.  Not  only  may  they  be  advantageously 
viewed  as  examples  of  artistic  typographical 
arrangement,  but  the  stories  told  therein  may  be 
profitably  studied  as  a  means  of  maKing'  beneficial 
business  connections.  Our  space  devoted  for 
this  purpose  being'  necessarily  limited,  we  have 
endeavored  to  use  a  wise  discrimination  in  the 
selection  of  houses  of  high  standing'  and  special 
merit  in  their  respective  lines.

THE  course  of  a  tailor-made  suit  or  other  garment  through  the 
various  departments  of  a  big  store,  showing  all  the  handling 
it  receives  from  the  time  it  leaves  the  factory  until  it  is  finally 
worn  in  the  annual  Easter  parade  on  Fifth  avenue,  is  a  longer 
one  than  most  people  think. 

In  every  store  there  is  a  system  of  handling  merchandise,  but  it  sel- 
dom happens  that  the  same  system  is  in  use  in  two  stores  in  the  same 
town.  Clerks  who  change  positions  usually  find  it  necessary  to  learn 
an  altogether  new  system  for  handling  stock. 

In  different  sections  of  one  store  a  system  adapted  to  the  needs  of 

one  department  is  ofttimes  utter- 
ly unsuited  to  other  parts  of  the 
establishment. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  describe 
as  briefly  as  may  be  the  inner 
workings  of  the  garment  depart- 
ment at  the  big  Broadway  store 
of  John  Wanamaker.  This  de- 
partment is  under  the  direct 
charge  of  Robert  B.  Wilkinson, 
who  is  without  doubt  the  best- 
known  buyer  in  the  realm  of  the 
ready-made. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  has  to-day  one 
of  the  most  elaborate  yet  simple 
systems  for  keeping  track  of  his 
purchases  which  can  be  found  in 
the  trade.  This  system  begins 
with  the  placing  of  the  order  with 
the  manufacturer. 

These  orders  are  always  on  a 
regular  printed  form,  supplied  by 
the  house,  a  copy  of  which  we 
show  in  miniature.  They  are 
made  out  in  duplicate  by  the  use 
of  carbon  paper,  and  are  signed 
by  salesman  and  buyer. 

All  specifications  which  may 
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be  necessary  must  appear  on  the  face  of  the  order,  and  everything  called 
for  must  appear  in  the  merchandise  delivered. 

Indeed,  Mr.  Wilkinson  is  considered  a  very  easy  man  to  get  along 
with,  by  those  who  take  orders  and  fill  them  properly,  but  those  who 
promise  more  than  they  fulfil  have  found  the  practice  unprofitable  so 
far  as  his  orders  are  concerned,  as  failure  to  live  up  to  agreement  is  the 
one  unpardonable  sin  in  this  establishment. 

When   the   salesman   departs   with   a   signed   order 
The  Order       for  garments  a  brief  transcript  of  the  order  is  entered 
Book*  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose.     This  book  is  some- 

thing on  the  order  of  a  ledger,  and  is  posted  in  a  sim- 
ilar manner,  the  main  difference  being  that  two  pages  are  used,  one  for 
the  order,  the  other  for  checking  off  receipts.  We  show  a  sample 
account  in  this  book,  showing  three  purchases,  the  first  one  being  deliv- 
ered in  one  shipment,  the  second  in  two  lots  and  the  third  undelivered. 

The  order  side  of  this  account  is  perfectly  plain,  one  line  to  a  color 
being  allowed  on  each  order,  unless  the  quantity  of  goods  called  for 
was  so  large  as  to  make  several  shipments  necessary.  If  such  were  the 
case  blank  lines  would  be  left  in  order  to  permit  several  entries  of 
receipts. 

The  other  side  of  the  account  shows  first,  the  date  of  receipt  of  goods ; 
second,  the  number  of  pieces  which  in  the  first  line  will  be  seen 
shows  the  order  to  be  entirely  filled,  while  in  the  second  and  third  lines 
double  entries  show  two  deliveries,  and  here  the  quantity  delivered  in 
each  lot  is  shown,  with  date  of  receipt.  The  numbers,  1976,  2014,  etc., 
are  serial  numbers  stamped  on  the  bills  as  received,  and  as  they  are 
filed  in  numerical  order,  any  one  of  them  may  be  readily  found  when 
wanted.     The  last  column  shows  the  amount  of  each  bill. 

When  an  order  is  entered  in  this  book,  as  above,  a 

Goods  still  more  brief  entry  is  made  in  a  second  volume.    This 

Undelivered,      is  a  record  of  merchandise  due.    A  sample  page  of  this 

book  is  also  shown.    Here  also  two  pages  are  necessary 

for  a  complete  entry,  which  covers  a  period  of  one  week. 

The  first  account  here  shows  the  transaction  with  "J.  H.  Blank  & 
Co.,"  which  was  made  March  4th,  and  amounted  to  $91.  This  order 
was  delivered,  as  we  will  see  later  on,  Monday,  March  7th,  hence  the 
dates  8th  and  9th  show  nothing  due  from  "Blank  &  Co."  The  order 
given  March  9th  for  $682.50  appears  as  an  item  due  on  March  10th 
and  11th,  and  is  reduced  on  March  12th  to  $253.50,  showing  a  delivery 
of  $429  on  the  preceding  day. 

The  third  order  for  $714  does  not  appear  on  this  sheet,  but  would 
be  added  to  the  $253.50  on  March  14th,  making  that  entry  read  $967.50. 
The  second  account,  "Dash  Manufacturing  Company,"  is  entered 
in  the  order-book  on  its  own  pages  in  the  same  manner  as  that  of 
"Blank  &  Co."  Here  it  shows  unfilled  orders  amounting  on  March  7th 
to  $1,087.50,  on  March  8th  to  $656.25,  and  on  March  10th,  $538.50.     In 
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this  case  two  lots  of  goods  have  been  received  and  their  value  deducted 
from  the  total  due.

The  third  account,  "American  C.  &  S.  Co.,"  is  similar  to  above,  but 
shows  three  deliveries. 

The  account  of  the  "N.  Y.  Waist  Co."  shows  delivery  of  one  lot,  and 
the  increase  of  goods  due  by  the  entry  of  an  additional  order. 

The  last  account  is  shown  to  be  delivered  in  one  lot,  leaving  nothing 
clue  and  no  further  order  given. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  these  entries  for  successive  days  are  so  made 
as  to  show  the  total  due  from  any  one  source  each  day.  By  adding  the 
columns  daily,  the  quantity  due  from  all  sources  may  be  readily  ascer- 
tained. This  is  a  good  guide  to  the  buyer,  as  it  always  tells  him  how 
much  merchandise  he  must  expect  on  unfilled  orders. 

There  is  a  third  book  used  in  booking  these  orders

Delivered.        each  day  of  the  week.     Like  the  "Due"  book,  it  con- 
tains the  names  of  all  supply  houses,  and  is  arranged 
to  show  receipts  for  an  entire  week,  or  the  entire  month  to  date. 

All  the  items  entered  in  the  "Due"  book  are  shown,  as  each  one  is 
credited  with  one  or  more  deliveries.

As  an  additional  safeguard  against  loss  of  ticket  from  a  returned 
garment,  a  tag  (of  linen)  is  sewed  loosely  in  the  sleeve  lining.  This 
tag  bears  all  the  marks  which  appear  on  the  ticket.

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to  a  style ;  put  the  number  of  the  style  in  the  second  column  and  a  num- 
ber representing  the  manufacturer  in  the  first  column.  The  cost  and 
selling  prices  (original)  occupy  the  third  and  fourth  columns.  Then 
come  three  columns  headed  reductions  1,  2,  3.  The  intention  here  is  to 
put  in  figures  the  actual  reductions  found  necessary  to  move  the  stock. 
Thus  the  743  which  was  purchased  for  $12.50  was  originally  priced  at 
$20.  The  price  was  subsequently  cut  to  $19.00 ;  later  to  $17.50,  and 
finally  to  $15.00.  Referring  back  to  the  original  entry  of  order  we  find 
that  on  March  4th  fourteen  garments  were  ordered,  which  were  received 
on  Monday,  March  7th.  Therefore,  in  the  last  space  of  six  columns 
devoted  to  receipts  we  find  under  "M"  (Monday)  the  figures  14.  So 
far  all  entries  have  been  in  ink.  Now  for  the  sales.  When  one  of  the 
garments  has  been  sold,  say  on  Tuesday,  the  figure  1  is  marked  in 
pencil  in  the  daily  sales  column  under  "T."  Other  sales  are  similarly 
entered  under  their  respective  days,  and  on  the  following  Monday 
morning  they  are  totaled  up  and  the  result  put  in  the  column  of 
weekly  sales — in  this  case  under  "2"  because  the  goods  arrived  in  the 
second  week  in  the  month. 

Now  the  figures  under  "Daily  Sales"  are  rubbed  out,  and  in  the  col- 
umn "On  Hand"  an  entry  is  made  of  "9,"  this  being  the  stock  of  743 
on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  week  in  the  month.  Now  assume 
that  this  week's  sales  of  this  garment  are  also  five  and  that  sales  were 
made  1  Tuesday,  1  Thursday,  2  Friday  and  1  Saturday.  This  makes  a 
total  of  sales  since  receipt  of  ten  garments.  Now  change  the  9  on  hand 
to  4,  and  enter  five  sales  for  the  third  week.

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For  example,  no  more  of  this  number  were  sold  in  March.  On  April 
1st  enter  under  "Monthly  Sales"  10  in  the  third  column,  and  rub  out  all 
entries  in  "Weekly  Sales"  and  "Daily  Sales"  columns. 

Carry  the  account  through  April,  reducing  the  quantity  on  hand 
weekly,  until  stock  is  exhausted. 

In  the  event  of  reordering  this  number,  do  not  start  a  new  line,  but 
enter  the  receipts  in  their  proper  space  and  change  "On  Hand"  figures 
as  needed. 

The  six  columns  headed  "Monthly  Sales"  are  intended  to  cover  an 
entire  season,  beginning  in  January  or  July. 

The  sales  are  further  recorded  by  the  various  sales- 
_  I  people,  each  having  a  small  book  for  the  purpose,  this 

only  being  used  to  compute  each  day's  business.  The 
totals  are  entered  in  order  at  the  office,  and  twice  each 
year  the  figures  so  obtained  are  carefully  gone  over.  The  actual  work 
of  each  employee  is  thus  ascertained,  and  her  (or  his)  worth  to  the 
department  determined.  It  is  on  this  basis  only  that  salaries  are  paid 
after  an  employee  is  once  established.  Advances  are  made  to  those 
whose  sales  on  the  basis  of  calculation  established  show  that  a  greater 
salary  has  been  earned,  while  the  others  are  kept  at  their  old  pay  if 
they  have  come  anywhere  near  earning  it.  If,  as  sometimes  happens, 
they  have  fallen  behind  materially,  they  are  cautioned,  and  their  work 
for  the  next  few  weeks  is  examined  to  determine  whether  or  not  they  are 
coming  up  to  their  former  standard.  If  they  do,  nothing  more  is  said. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  they  show  no  improvement,  their  stay  in  the 
department  will  be  short.  It  is  no  part  of  the  system  to  reduce  pay,  as 
that  always  results  in  unsatisfactory  service  on  the  part  of  the  affected 

employee. 

Many  a  season  apparently  good  has  shown  surpris- 

A<         ,  ingly  small  results,  which  could  not  be  explained  until 

a  great  mass  of  figures  had  been  examined.     In  many 
cases  the  trouble  has  finally  been  traced  to  the  altera- 
tion department. 

This  department  presents  unusual  opportunities  for  spending  money 
with  no  apparent  returns,  if  not  conducted  systematically.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  work  can  easily  be  conducted  profitably  if  properly  managed. 
The  first  essential  is,  of  course,  the  careful  charging  of  all  work  done 
to  some  account,  preferably  to  the  customer.  Here  is  the  way  this 
department  is  handled  at  Wanamaker's : 

When  the  customer  tries  on  the  garment  in  the  fit- 
Work  of  the      ting-room,  it  is  at  once  noted  that  alterations  are,  or 
Fitter,  are  not,  needed.     In  the  event  that  some  alteration  is 

found  necessary  the  saleswoman  rings  an  electric  bell 
to  summon  a  fitter.  She  has  no  means  of  knowing  which  of  the  various 
fitters  will  respond. 

The  fitter  who  answers  the  call  takes  full  charge  of  the  transaction 
from  the  moment  of  her  arrival.     She  studies  the  garment  carefully  and

occasionally   avoids    any   work    for   the    department   by    sending   for   a 
different-sized  garment,  which,  when  tried  on,  is  found  to  fit. 

When  the  needed  alterations  are  decided  upon  their  cost  is  estimated 
and  the  amount  named  to  customer.  If  this  is  agreed  to  an  appointment 
is  made  for  a  fitting  and  an  appointment  card  is  filled  out  and  given  to 
the  customer.  Then  the  fitter  returns  to  the  office  and  the  necessary 
entry  is  made  in  the  alteration  book. 

The   illustration   of   this   book   shows   its   purpose 
Alteration        clearly.    All  the  items  to  "How  Sent"  being  entered  at 
Book*  the  time  work  is  started,  being  in  the  nature  of  instruc- 

tions. The  remaining  columns  are  to  be  filled  as  a 
matter  of  record.  The  case  of  Mrs.  White's  skirt,  which  was  returned 
for  further  alteration,  may  be  covered  under  "Remarks"  or  a  new  job, 
say,  "2803,"  action  in  such  cases  being  based  largely  on  the  nature  of 
the  alterations. 

The  proper  entry  having  been  made  in  the  alteration  book,  the  gar- 
ment is  then  sent  to  the  workroom  with  the  "L.  L."  tag.  The  upper  part 
of  this  tag  is  filled  out  by  the  fitter,  the  lower  part  by  forewoman  of  the 
workroom. 

When  the  garment  reaches  the  workroom  it  loses 
In  the  its  identity  as  suit,  skirt,  etc.,  and  becomes  simply  No. 

Workroom.        2793,  which  must  be  ready  at  a  specified  time. 

It  is  given  to  the  worker  when  he  has  finished 
some  preceding  job.  He  notes  the  2793,  and  marks  it  on  his  time-slip 
in  the  manner  shown,  and  works  steadily  until  he  finishes  his  part  of  the 
work,  then  he  returns  the  garment  to  forewoman,  and  receives  another 
job,  which  he  enters  as  shown.  The  elapsed  time  represents  his  labor 
on  the  job.  It  will  be  noticed  that  on  the  Daily  Time  Ticket  there 
appears  a  column  of  "units,"  each  the  hundredth  part  of  a  working-day. 
The  various  rates  of  wage  paid  for  labor  are  all  carefully  figured  out 
for  each  unit  so  that  a  clerk  can  quickly  tell  the  exact  cost  of  each  item 
of  labor  and  fill  it  in  the  proper  space  on  the  tag  attached  to  each  job.
